One 
slight etror, or so-called error, of j idgment is 
sufficient 'to sweep away, aS far as ship-owners 
are concerned, all his record of years of hard 
and meritorious service. This, however, {s not 
30 with the engineer; though b-, of course, Has 
responsibilities resting upon his. shoulders too. 
These, however, are of a diffetent’ kind, and 
besides, he is paid more: than deck officers for 
undertaking them; and it is the latter, nevérthe- 
less, who have the fall responsibility of taking 
the ship safely from port to port, whether. the 
engines work well or break ‘down. entirely. 

That there is a good deal to call forth and 


justify a certain amount of unrest in shipping i
